Never “Impassable Barrier.” 

“ The newspaper men of [iinois have never 
felt that there was an impassable barrier 
between us“ said Charles W. Warner of 
oopeston, president of the press associa- 
‘tion, in hig reply to the address of welcome 
by Joseph H. Defrees, preaiéent of the es- 
sociation of commerce. 
“Any differences that have existed are to 
be attributed cnly to a lack of understand- 
ing. I believe we can come to a quicker 
adjustment of differences through the ef- 
forts of the néwspaper men of the state than 
_througn any other ageney.“ 
n G Werguron, president of the Iilinois 
Comm sreial frderation, took this utterance 
as * bent ad set forth the movement of his 
organization to establish a community of in- 
terest between the business men of the city 
and state. 


Attacks Yellow News. 
Yellow journelism and sensational news 
items were discussed. John W. O’Leary of 
the Aiésociation of Commerce said, in his ad- 
dress: 
“Editors of newspapers sive too much 
space to sensational matters and too little 
space to items of real Interest and value. 
“TI am told,“ he said, “ that the public de- 
mands the eensationai news, but I question 
this——’’ 
Well, you need not question it.“ Interrupt- 
ed Charles W. Bliss, a Hillsboro editor. 
The matter was taken up by Col. H. N. 
Wheeler. publisher of the Quincy Journal, 
who sald: 
“No publisher can print a paper that he 
wants to. The pew makes the puipit and the 
clientele makes the paper. What the pew 
demands the clergy supplies and it is so with 
the editor. Much of the better matter in my 
paper is not read, and the sensational matter 
is read. 
“It is not the editor’s fault—the fault is 
with the public.” 


“Wet and Dry“ Issue. 

The wet and dry” issue which has agi- 
tated Illinois for ninety days was the domi- 
nant topic during the day among the press 
association members in session here. 

It was a real experience meeting for the 
editors of the daily and weekly newspapers 
published downstate“ which for fIilinois 
newspaper purposes begina at the edges of 
the loop. we | 
Some of the editors had championed the 
anti-saloon cause editorially, and had de- 
clined any wet publicity. Others had 
approached a withering campaign in their 
own cities from a strictly nonpartisan bagis, 
and had accepted arguments from each side 
at flat advertising rates. Still others had 
kept hands off absolutely. 


“Swap” Their Experiences. 

The result was an exchange of “ confes- 
sions,” classed by regular attendants as one 
of the most interesting discussions ever held 
by the association. 

Incidentally it was the forty-ninth annual 
convention of the association, and it was the 
first one in twenty-six years that “Joe” 
Page—Joseph M. Page, editor ef the Jersey- 
ville Democrat, secretary of the Illinois aago- 
ciation, and secretary of the national aséo- 
ciation—has missed. He has held the seché- 
taryship for those twenty-six years. Mrs. 
Page was reported critically ill at her home 
in Jerseyville. The program of the news- 
paper men had been to make Mr. Page the 
new president, so he eould preside over the 
semi-centennial séssion next year, a plan 
which will be fulſmed when the election of 
officers takes place today.

AFTER FOUR DAY BATTLE 


The terrific battle of the Brewster apart- 
ments is over. The dictator has abdicated 
and submitted to exile. The last of the 200 
refugees who feared the loss of home and 
property has moved back over the border 
and settled down in peace. 

A new régime has taken hold. The govern- 
ment is administered by two women. The 
restoration followed 4 terrific battle lasting 


four days, in which “snipers” played a 
prominent pa 
Big North Side Building. 
To give 80 a of what this is all about 


it might be said that one of the big apart- 
ment buildings on the north side is the 
Brewster, 504 Diversey Park boulevard. 

It contains large and small apartments, for 
the most part already furnished, with a roof 
garden restaurant. The agents for the struc- 
ture are Gordon Strong & Co. For eight 
years and a half they leased the property to 
J. B. Dille, as landlord. 

Mr. Dille conducted the restaurant, owned 
the furniture, and got new tenants by ad- 
vertising and other methods as fast as apart- 
ments became vacated. 


Trouble When Lease Terminates. 

He had an agreement with Gordon Strong 
& Co. whereby his lease was of only one 
year’s duration. Some time ago he entered 
into negotiations for the renewal of the 
lease, which expired on May 1. He was 
notified the agents had entered into other ar- 
rangements. 
Mr. Dule was told he would have to relin- 
quish his lease to Mrs. B. W. Pitts and Mrs. 
B. W. Pollard. He announced he would ask 
a price not only for his furniture but also for 
good will and going value. He failed to get 
an offer. Then he addressed a letter to his 
200 tenants. It read in part as follows: 

This going business belongs to me. I 
built it. I paid the price in paying rent 
on vacant apartments, in advertising, in 
hard labor, and conscientious effort. F 
offered this good will and going business 
for $2,000 and it is worth $5,000 by inde- 
pendent te. I have been subjected 
to a peremptory demand for every foot of 
space I have in this building. My backis 
to the wall. I am making the best fight 
Iam capable of. I ask you to support me 
with your good will by quietly arranging 
for apartments elsewhere. 


Dictator Dille’s War Program. 
The tenants declined to be drawn into Mr. 
Dille’s troubles, and thereupon he an- 
nounced: 

That he would move the furniture out. 
That he would charge quadruple rent 
for the four days remaining up to the ex- 
piration of his lease. 

That he would close the restaurant. 
That he would take away all bed and 
table linen. 

That he would shut off gas and elec- 
tric lights. 

And that as @ landlord he would seize | 
his guests’ baggage unless they paid the 
quadruple rent demanded. 

Some of the guests became scared and went 
tion to stick. 


Guipers Begin Deadly Work.

His Grace of Marlborough In- 
augurates New Calling 
for the Nobility. 


SEEKS TO GET BIG MONEY.

LONDON, May 6.—If David Lloyd-George. 
chancellor of the exchequer, brings the Brit- 
ish dukes into a condition of poverty, his 
grace of Marlborough, at least, may hope te 
earn his living as an auctioneer. The hus- 
band of Consuelo Vanderbilt made his debut 
in that capacity at Oxford today, and wasa 
big success. Incidentally. the occasion 
marked the debut of the peerage in that field 
of activity. 

Facing with cool confidence the large 
crowd which gathered to see how a real duke 
would comport himself on the rostrum, wav- 
ing the ivory hammer with the ease with 
which his great ancestor, John Churchill,

| ders with a keen glance, and spotting likely 
openings swiftly and surely, the duke sold 
five or six lots of his property in exactly an 
hour. The friendly audience cheered him 
from start to finish.

GUARD AGAINST AN ATTAGK

Washington, D. C., May 6.—[Special.]— 
Terrific presdure is being applied to Gen. 
Huerta to induce him to retire from the 
provisional presidency of Mexico. It de- 
veloped today that not only are all Latin- 
American and certain Buropean powers 
urging him to resign and leave tho country, 
but even some of his most intimate advisers 
are diplomatically suggesting that, in the 
interest of the Mexican nation, he should 
lay down the reins of power. | 

Thus Huerta’s position is being made 60 
difficult that few here believe he can con- 
tinue to occupy it for any length of time. 


Losing in Personal Support. 
Besides the representations that are being. 
made to him he is losing personal support, 
which is essentig! to the maintenance of his 
power. In addition the United States oc- 
oupies his principal seaport of Vera Crus 
and bas practically bottled up all the other 
ports in the territory which forces con- , 
trol. The Constitutionalists are attacking 
him in the north, from which he has been 
forced to withdraw many of his men in 
order to prepare for defense against a pos- 
sible invasion by the United States. 
Harassed from within and without, it takes 
a man of iron to cling to power. Huerta 
has been on the brink of a precipice so long 
that he probably would not be comfortable 
under any other conditions. He has sald 
repeatedly he would not resign. He prob 
ably realizes that if he were to intimate 
even to his most confidential friends that 
he was giving consideration to this repeated 
demand of the United States, his life would 
no longer be worth a moment's purchase, 

Three Ways of Elimination. 
Under such circumstances he feels, it is 
said, that he must remain the dominant fac- 
tor in the situation. 

If Huerta persists in his refusal to resign 
there are only three ways by which he can 
be eliminated. 

First, as the administration here desires, 
by the Constitutionalists.

So far as the mediators are concerned, they 
have for the moment finished their official la- 
bors. They have arranged for representa- 
tives of the United States and Huerta to 
meet in Niagara Falls, Canada.

Water Works at Vera Cruz 
Heavily Fortified and Guard- 
ed with Big Guns. 


SALUTES FRIGHTEN CITY. 


Ships in Harbor Honor British 
King and People Think It 
Bombardment.

Vera Cruz, May 6.—Gen. Funston is about 
ready for any attempt by Generals Gustavo 
Maas and Rubio Navarete to destroy the 
El Tejar waterworks so vital to Vera Cruz. 

Acting under discretionary orders from 
Washington, he finished today installing his 
heaviest field artillery in the earthworks 
erected around the plant and the guns com- 
mand the hills towards Jalapa, from which 


the federal artillery attack must come, if | 


it is to come. 

Under the new orders, the commanding 
general is taking fresh precautions to pre- 
vent the Mexicans from obtaining informa- 
tion about his outpost strength and the dis- 
position of his defenses. 

Up to yesterday farmers and stray visitors 
went freely in and out of the lines, and as- 
sertions that they were simply visitors on 
their way to the city were taken at their 
face value. Now they are not allowed within 
the radius of the trenches at all. They can 
only know that a number of field guns and 
some guns from the warships are placed 
somewhere out there, but that is as much as 
they do know. 


Maas Getting Troops. 
Reports from Sviedad and to the west- 
ward, mainly from Mexicans, continue to 


tell of reinforcements coming for Maas and ' 


Navarete. Navarete is reported to be to 
the westward of Solidad but so close that 
his men can easily effect a junction with 
the main body. There are said to be ir- 
regular troops operating in the mountains, 
but in what number or under whose com- 
mand is not given. 

It is generally acknowledged that the San 
Francisco bridge has been destroyed by Gen. 
Navarete’s men. The abutments were blown 
up at both ends and the structure dropped 
into the river. .A smaller bridge nearer Vera 
Cruz also is gone. The Soledad bridge is 
standing, but it is mined. 


Salute Causes a Scare. 

The United States fleet this morning 
dressed ship in honor of the fourth anni- 
versary of the accession of King George V. 
tq the throne and a national salute was fired 
by the Arkansas, Rear Admiral Badger's 
flagship. 

Every other war vessel in the harbor did 
the same and all senior officers called on 
Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock, the Brit- 
ish commander. 

The salutes caused great excitement in 
Vera Cruz. Many of the inhabitants thought 
another bombardment was beginning and 
rushed to the inner rooms of their houses. 
They were reassured and reappeared after 
a half hour. 


BANK ADVANCES HAITI 862.000 
TO PAY INDEMNITY TO BRITON. 


Warship of Great Britain Backs Up 
Demand for Money Awarded by 
Court of Arbitration. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, May 6.—The Na- 
tional bank tonight advanced to the Haitian 
government $62,000 demanded as indemnity 
by Great Britain for the destruction by fire 
during the Leconte revolution of a sawmill 
belonging to a man named Peters, a British 
subject. 

The British demand was supported by the 
presence of the British cruiser Suffolk. 

The payment of this sum of money had pre- 
viously been ordered by a court of anbitra- 
tion. 

A resolution was adopted by the senate 
and congress today calling on the president 
of the republic to demand the resignation of 
J. N. Leger, minister of foreign affairs, or 
to dismiss him from the cabinet, as he was 
held responsible for the incident.

By Vera Cruz tradition the conqueror has 
always commandeered goods, money, food, 
wine, whatever he fancied, including some- 
times women. But these white conquerors 
pay! So now the Vera Cruz cabby has taken 
courage and shrugs his shoulders, and 
frowns whenever the American soldier 
doesn’t tip him double besides the legal fare. 
Then the American officer feels he has com- 
mitted a breach of etiquette.

CHICAGOAN BRINGS TALE 
OF VERA CRUZ FIRING LINE. 


Raymond Bell Tells How Bullets Flew 
While He Was Ashore Getting Pho- 
tographs of the Fighting. 


Raymond Bell, a cattle buyer for the Cud- 
ahy Packing company, reached Chicago yes- 
terday from Vera Cruz, where he and Mrs. 
Bell witnessed the taking of the city. He 
is at the Hotel La Salle. 

Mr. Bell accidentally got into the midst of 
sharp fighting on the second day of the battle 
when he left the boat, the City of Tampico, 
on which he had taken refuge, to get some 
pictures. 

“I went ashore during a lull in the fight- 
ing.“ he said. About the time I joined the 
soldiers a heavy firing from the surrounding 
housetops started. I was considerably fright- 
ened for a few minutes, particularly when I 
saw several men near me fall, wounded. I 
became accustomed to the firing, however, 
and took pictures of the soldiers. I had ex- 
cellent opportunities for taking pictures, but 
had only a few plates.“ 

Mr. Bell said that arbitration will make 
the Mexicans believe the United States is 
afraid of them, and that in the future it will 
be impossible for Americans to live in the 
southern republic unless they are thoroughly 
whipped. 


STRONG FORCE OF FEDERALS

Mining Men Are Reported to 
Have Been Killed in 
State of Jalisco. 


OFFERS TO GUARD ALIENS 


Huerta Asserts That All Who Re- 
main in Capital Will Be 
Protected. 


Vera Cruz, May 6.—An unconfirmed report 
of the killing of Mesers. Williams and White, 
two Americans employed at the American 
mining property of El Favor Mining com- 
pany at Hostotipaquillo in the state of Ja- 
lisco, was brought here tonight by American 
refugees from Mexico City. No details were 
obtainable of the affair, but the refugees said 
the men were not the victims of an anti- 
American demonstration. 

The representatives of Provisional Presi- 
dent Huerta at the mediation conference to 
be held at Niagara Falls, Canada, probably 
will leave Mexico City ina day or two. They 
will go on board ship at Puerto Mexico, ac- 
cording to an official of the Mexican Nation- 
al Railroads who arrived here today.

There was a continuance in Mexico City 
ef the rumors that Provision President 
Huerta intended to resign and leave the 
country, but the refugees said it had not 
been possible to trace these reports to any 
authentic source.

Washington, D. C., May 6.—Vigorous criti- 
cism of the administration’s Mexican policy 
and a heated debate over the Vera Cruz 
situation marked the effort of Senator Lip- 
pitt of Rhode Island today to obtain action 
in the senate on his resolution asking Presi- 
dent Wilson if he is supporting Pancho Villa 
for next ruler of Mexico. Chairman Stone 
of the foreign relations committee defended 
the administration. 

The resolution was laid on the table with- 
out a record vote. 

“The suspicion that our government is 
alding, abetting, or even condoning the vil- 
lainous Villa is so sickening that I have re- 
fused to believe it,“ Senator Lippitt said, 
“but the reports that the administration is 
supporting Villa have continued so long that 
I have introduced my resolution.” 


Dispute on Vera Cruz Incident. 

Senator Lippitt spoke of the Vera Cruz in- 
cident and the loss of Mexican lives as show- 
ing the length to which the administration 
had gone to keep munitions of war from 
getting into Huerta’s hands. 

Senator Stone took Senator Lippitt to task 
and the Rhode Island senator responded 
that Senator Stone was placing his words 
in a false light. 

“O, I know what the senater meant,” 
continued Senator Stone. He meant to 
charge the president with the death of 200 
innocent Mexicans—think of it—innocent 
Mexicans at Vera Cruz. 

“The Rhode Island senator seems to re- 
gard those Mexican snipers who were firing 
on our boys in violation of all the rules of 
warfare, as ‘innocent Mexicans.’ Why, all 
the country approves of what the president 
did at Vera Cruz. 


Only Possible Course. 

At Vera Cruz the president was taking 
the only means to enforce the ultimatum 
and make Huerta apologize for what he had 
done. The senator from Rhode Island ad- 
vises the administration that it should have 
kept quiet and remained inactive until rapid 
firing cannon, field guns, und rifies, with 
millions of rounds of ammunition had been 
delivered into the hands of the men who 
would fire at our flag and our soldiers when 
they landed, at Vera Cruz.” 

Senator Stone said that if Senator Lippitt 
had confined his criticism of the lifting of the 
embargo along the Rio Grande, to a predic- 
tion as to what might happen if the United 
States goes to war with all Mexico, he might 
have been in the right.

He came into 
my office on two occasions and wanted medi- 
eines for imaginary diseases. I never pre- 
scribed anything for him. His mind did not 
appear rational.“

Yesterday the liner Franconia picked up 
one of the Columblan's boats containing 
thirteen men and the body of Chief Steward 
Matthews. The other missing boat, for 
which the Manhattan and other steamers 
are searching, contains the first and second 


The Manhattan, bound from New York for 
Antwerp, had been near the scene of the 
burning of the Columbian for some hours, 
and was known to be searching for boats 
containing members of the Columbian’s crew. 

The Columbian bound from Antwerp for 
New York, caught fire at sea Sunday night. 


Franconia, the flames spread quickly and 
were followed by explosions which necessi- 
tated the hasty abandoning of the steamer 
by the crew. 

The men got away in three boats, but in 
their haste were poorly prepared for a battle 
with the seas in open boats. 

The first survivors when picked up had 
been adrift for thirty-six hours and suffered 
severely. Capt. Me Donald's boat was adrift 
for more than fifty hours before help reached 
them. 


O’HARA STARTS CAMPAIGN

He expects to start upon a state campaign 
which opens today at Springfield, while noon- 
day meetings will be held daily at his heed- 
quarters, 208 West Madison street.

It will be a bee of extraordinary alert- 
ness and persistence that, getting on or be- 
ing put on Mr. Tearney, is able to make 
its personality felt. The ordinary bee 
would die of overwork and blasted ambi- 
tion and Mr. Tearney would not know 
that an earnest, even passionate, force 
had been near bim. 

Tue TRIBUNE did find the leaf of Sieg- 
fried in Mr. Tearney’s case, but the work 
was enormous.

Mr. Tearney is an interesting exhibit 
of protective coloration.

In addition he is 
an armadillo, and even if he were detected 
in wrong could not be hurt. 

If we seem from time to time to pay more 
attention than warrantable to the keeper 
of the Auto Inn, it is because he is inter- 
esting. The processes by which favored 
purveyors of the demon rum establish their 
superiority to law are interesting. Mr. 
Tearney is a conspicuous manipulator and 
beneficiary of these processes and, he and 
they being interesting, there is justification 
for the occasional comment upon them. 

Mr. Tearney finds it convenient, profit- 
able, and possible to make his own laws. 
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Once in a While a policeman reports that he 


is doing so and it is a wonder that police- 
man is not sent to travel beat in Rogers 
Park or in the neighborhood of One Hundred 
and Fifteenth street. 

Mr. Tearney’s present publicity results 
from the fact that in his place two police- 
women, not known as such, were served 
with liquor. They were unescorted but were 
permitted to remain until after 1 o’clock. 
Mr. Tearney probably thought they were 
homeless and kindly wished to offer them 


shelter for the night. 

There seems to be a well defined municipal 
theory that saloons which make a specialty 
of violating law are desirable institutions 
to be encouraged. Now and then they may 
make trouble, but then may be argued with. 
In this connection it is to be observed that 
the mayor has restored the license to the 
place which once was known as “ Bux- 
baum's.“ Mr. Harrison seems reluctant 
to have that celebrated place go 8 § of 
existence.

SAUSAGE, 
From the New York Bvening Sun.] 

Official duty must be done, and Dr. Gold- 
water, the health commissioner of New York, 
has not shrunk from it, distasteful as the 
task must have been. For his duty has been 
to define a sausage in cold legal language 
suitable for inclusion in an official report. 
This is what he made of it: 

“Sausage and sausage meat shall be held 
to be a comminuted meat from cattle or 
swine, or a mixture of such meats, either 
fresh, salted, pickled, or smoked, with or 
without added salt and spices, and with or 
without the addition of edible substances.” 

A man whose imagination equals his learn- 
ing, whose heart and palate thrill in unison 
as his brain instinctively registers the ma- 
terialistic definition must have felt a sharp 
pang at being obliged to confine himself to 
words dry and juiceless in defining that great 
staple which makes kin so great a part of 
the whole world. There is one glory of the 
German sausage, another of the Italian, and 
another of the sausage of New England, and 
all these differ among themselves in glory. 
Perhaps Dr. Goldwater's definition of the 
generic word which includes all the varieties 
is as good as any other, but it really gives 
no adequate idea of the delights which lie 
hidden within those two purring syllables.

CITY GARDENING BENEFITS. 

ITY gardening should embrace many 

purposes. It should have in view 

beautifying the city, making the city 

more sanitary, providing revenue for 

the family, stimulating an interest in 

healthful exercise, and raising the standards 
of the community. 

City gardening is no experiment. It can 
be and is made profitable and practicable. 
Even when its purpose is merely to raise 
flowers, it is wholesome and may be made 
a source of revenue. It enhances the price 
of property by making the neighborhood 
more enticing. 

A family of meager means may raise flow- 
ers and sell enough to keep the table sup- 
plied with vegetables, or bread, or both. In 
this day, when the cost of living is so high, 
this becomes a subject worth while. 


—~- 
When it is desired to indulge in more ex- 
tensive city gardening, back yard and near 
by vacant lot gardening can be conducted 
to great advantage. By this means the fam- 
ily can be supplied with a succession of veg- 
etables from the early summer to late fall. 
Where there are beds of radishes, lettuce, 
onions, and tomatoes there will be a notice- 
able absence of rubbish and ashes. If there 
were more vacant lot and back yard garden- 
ing there would be fewer tin cans to collect 
water for breeding mosquitoes and an ab- 
sence of dilapidated manure boxes to har- 
bor rats and furnish breeding places for 
flies, 


~~ 

The Chicago City Garden association is 
making a noble effort to stimulate vacant 
lot gardening. Mrs. Pelham, president of 
the association, states that it is operating 
gardens on land owned by the Common- 
wealth Edison company, Elston avenue and 
Addison street, and land loaned by the Inter- 
national Harvester company, at Thirty- 
first street and California avenue. 

The Harvester land is divided into 150 
lots. The farmers here raise beans, peas, 
onions, radishes, and lettuce. They cannot 
raise potatoes. 

On the Commonwealth land, however, 
they can raise potatoes, as the soil is richer. 


~~ 

In years past it has obtained splendid re- 
sults, and it confidently expects even better 
results for the coming season. This sys 
tem of intensive farming furnishes whole- 


'gome employment for and keeps families 


together. On these farms are to be found 
all sorts of laborers. ° 

The association charges each farmer 
$1.50 annual rental. Since it requires 
about $7.50 to provide each farmer with sup- 
plies and tools for gardening purposes, it is 
necessary that the balance, $t, be provided 
through subscriptions. 

There are hundreds of acres in vacant lots 
in and about Chicago that could be diverted 
to the purpose of intensive farming. It can 
be accomplished only through organized 
effort and liberal contributions.

REPLY. 

I think you should see a physician and have him 
examine you thoroughly, including your blood. If 
you are found to have no organic disease, you have 
one of those mental makeups that are grouped 
loosely under the head of neurasthenia. 

Your blood ts no warmer than it ought to be. 
Your apperatus for distributing heat does not 
work at 100 per cent efficiency. This is due to 
trouble with your sympathetic nervous system, or 
ductless glands, or both. The symptoms outlined 
by you do not mean that you will become para- 
lyzed or get into any other hopeless state. 

You probably need more companionship with 
bright, cheery people, more exercise in the open 
air, and more mental occupation. That is just a 
guess, and it may be a wild one.

WHAT JAUNDICE IS. 

M. G. writes, Will you kindly tell me the 
cause of jaundice, and if a person can get bet- 
ter from it if it is rightly treated? What is 
the right kind of diet?” 

REPLY. 

Jaundice is a symptom, and not a disease. It 
means that some bile that ought to have gone 
through the bile ducts has been absorbed into 
the blood. 

The most frequent form of jaundice is known as 
catarrhal jaundice. It is due to swelling of the 
bile ducts from a lecalized temporary infection. 
This form usually gets well without treatment. 
Simple saline laxatives hasten the cure. 

Another frequent cause is gal! stones. 
stones can be cured by operation. 

Another cause is cancer that cannot be cured. 

As you see, there are several varieties of jaun- 
dice, some easily cured, some cured with difficulty, 
some incurable, 

There is no special jaundice diet. A jaundiced 
person will gain by living sparely and on simple 
foods.

Hohenau, his eldest son, Count Albert

Count Albert Hohenau has royal blood in 
his veins, being a grand-nephew of old Em- 
peror William. The sovereign's sailor brother, 
Prince Albert of Prussia, surnamed the 
Elder, after divorcing his first wife, Princess 
Marianne of the Netherlands, married mor- 
ganatically Mile. von Rauch, by whom he 
had two sons, Count William and Count 
Fritz Hohenau. 

These two Counts Hohenau were therefore 
half brothers of Prince Albert of Prussia 
the younger, who at the time of his death, a 
few years ago, wae regent of the duchy of 
Brunswick. 

Both the Counts Hohenau were treated 
with the utmost kindness and even affection 
by the members of the reigning house of 
Prussia as near relatives, and for years fig- 
ured prominently in the kaiser’s entourage. 
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Count Fritz Hobenau married the lovely 
Charlotte von der Decken, one of the most 
famous beauties at the court of Berlin, who 
played a leading role there as well as in the 
Berlin great world until the outbreak of the 
mystcrious anonymous letter scandal of 
nearly twenty years ago. 

This set everybody in the Prussian capita) 
by the ears and led to the imprisonment of a 
court chamberlain, Baron Kotze, and to a 
number of duels, in one of which another 
chamberlain, Baron Schrader, was killed. 

The brunt of the charges contained in the 
letters was borne by the extremly fascinat- 
ing Countess Fritz Hohenau, who was falsely 
charged therein with exercising an alto- 
gether undue influence over the emperor and 
of being the power behind the throne, in con- 
sequence of which she was nicknamed in 
these missives “* Lottchen von Preussen.“ 

She was charged with every conceivable 
turpitude and depravity, some of these let- 
ters being accompanied by sketches of the 
most obscene order, their manifest object 
being to destroy the position of the countess 
at court. 

The real authorship of these letters has 
never been discovered. It was claimed by 
Count and Countess Fritz Hohenau that, if 
the matter was not run to earth by the au- 
thorities, it was because people too highly 
placed were incriminated in the affair, the 
name of a well known duke being on the 
lips of many as having had at any rate a 
guilty knowledge of the affair.

The result was that Count and Countess 
Fritz Hohcnau withdrew from the court of 
the kaiser and from Berlin, taking up their 
residence at their superb castle of Al- 
brechtsberg, near Dresden, which the count 
had inherited from his father, Prince Al- 
bert of Prussia. 

He retained his commission of colonel in 
the Prussian army, as well as all the consid- 
eration which he and his wife had enjoyed 
while at Berlin, and for the remainder of 
his days divided his time between Albrechts- 
berg. his villa at Viareggio, in Italy, and his 
great estate of Ochelhermsdorf, in Silesia, 
where he has just died. 

His widow, Countess Fritz Hohenau, as I 
mentioned in these letters the other day, was 
the first woman in Berlin society to ride 
astride in the Thiergarten.

Count Fritz's elder brother, Count William 
Hohenau, until 1907 held the rank of lieuten- 
ant genera! in the Prussian army, and as 
aid de camp general of the kaiser formed 
part of the monarch's military household, be- 
ing in const7 nt attendance upon him. 

Count William, however, was implicated 
in those unsavory scandals which brought

As the result of this he was deprived by 
the emperor of all his honors and dignities, 
turned out of the army, banished from court, 
and virtually forced to expatriate himself. 
He now lives In hiding somewhere abroad. 

Count William Hohenau’s disgrace excited 
a great sensation at the time, owing to his 
own popularity and to that of his wife, who 
is by birth a Princess Marguerite of Hohen- 
lohe and a cousin both of the emperor and 
of the empress. 

if I refer to this episode at all, it is be- 
cause the name of Hohenau unfortunately 
suggests it, and I wish to make it quite clear 
that the late Count Fritz Hohenau and his 
eldest son and heir, Count Albert Hohenau, 
have had nothing whatsoever to do with it.

Count Albert Hohenau is a rather festive 
youth, and just to what extent his marriage 
is a happy one is a subject for speculation. 
Last year he furnished rather odd testimony 
in a lawsuit at Vienna. Prior to his mar- 
riage with Countess Linka Boutourline, he 
was infatuated with a Viennese danseuse of 
the name of Marie Everstadt, who was 
known on the stage as Marie Ferrari. 

After he had become a benedick, the fair 
Marie fell into the hands of a man of the 
name of Koberer and was instigated by him 
not only to draw bells upon the count, but 
also to forge his acceptence thereof. The 
bills were subsequently discounted by loan 
mongers at Vienna. 

The danseuse and Koberer were in due 
course arrested and placed on trial for per- 
jury and fraud at Vienna at the instance of 
the bill discounters, and Count Albert Ho- 
henau was subpwnaed as a witness. 

During the course of his examination Count 
Albert admitted that he had been comp clled 
by his parents to break off his relations with 
the danseuse, sorely against his will. and 
forced to marry an heiress; 
had promised to see that Marie was never in 
want, his allowance from his half American,

Anywhere 
and everywhere in the south and under any 
and all circumstances women are always 
with quiet but marked deference. 

From time to time I spend a month or 
two in Chicago. I find its men, as a whole, 
show in public scant consideration or defer- 
ence to women. By their example in the 
treatment of them they seem to be perfect- 
ly satisfied to have their own mothers, 
wives, and sisters similarly treated. Before 
their very eyes they permit the women to 
stand in street cars, while they, in their 
selfishness, rest. The inconsistency in their 
conduct towards woman is shown in the 
elevators. 

The same men who were sitting in the 
street car and the same tired women who 
were standing may leave it and step into 
a hotel elevator—and off goes every man's 
hat in such a quiet, respectful manner as to 
indicate having been prompted by the nat- 
ural, innate feeling of respect which re- 
fined men have for womanhood—but the illu- 
sion is at once dispelled when the same 
persons leave the hotel elevator, walk fifty 
feet, and all enter an office elevator—the 
tribute of respect disappears at once; the 
women are given no consideration what- 
ever; hats remain on the men, cigars in all 
stages stick from their mouths, and the 
women are as completely ignored as though 
they were just so many pieces of furniture.

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'WOODMEN “REBS” BRATEN? 


Head Officers Say They Have 220 
of 334 Toledo Delegates. — 


MANY CAMPS ARE SPLIT. 


Regulars in Several States Bolt and 
Hold Rump Meetings. 


Rock Island, III., May 6.—Returns from the 
election of delegates to the head camp of the 
Modern Woodmen of America at Toledo, O., 
in June gave 220 of the 334 delegates to the 
administration forces, according to the an- 
nouncement at the Woodmen headquarters 
here tonight. 

The opposition forces, who were fighting 
to depose the present officers, refused to con- 
cede their defeat, however. 

The meeting of the Illinois camp resulted 
in the holding of two conventions, the ad- 
ministration forces bolting from the hall 
where the insurgents, who are fighting to de- 
pose the present hea officials, gained con- 
trol. Much bitterness marked the proceed- 
ings. Two delegations, each seventy-five 
strong, will be sent from Illinois to Toledo. 

The administration forces elected N. D. 
Reynolds of Rockford state consul, and C. 
Edwin Johnson of Paxton clerk, both to serve 
three years, and voted the 1917 head camp 
to Chicago. The insurgents elected H. M. 
Cleary of Galena consul and Frank D. Bru- 
mond of Joliet clerk. 

The unrest in the Woodmen ranks cropped 
up as a result of the action of the head camp 
at Chicago in 1912, increasing the insurance 
rates. The “insurgents” carried the case 
to the Illinois Supreme court and were re- 
warded with a verdict that the increased 
rates were not equitable and were not justi- 
fied. 

The head officers then decided not to preas 
the matter further at that time, but to center 
their activities toward controlling the Toledo 
convention. 


WILKERSON ASKS REHEARING 
OF THE JACK JOHNSON CASE. 


Asserts Appellate Court Erred in Re- 
versing Judge Carpenter on “Sale of 
Womanhood” Counts. 


District Attorney Wilkerson yesterday 
filed a petition in the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for a rehearing of the 
Mann act case against Jack Johnson, negro 
pugilist. He takes issue with the Court of 
Appeals in its decision handed down several 
weeks ago reversing the negro's conviction 
on the sale of womanhood counts in the 
indictment. The petition reads: 

Marked leniency was shown by the trial 
judge in dealing with this defendant under 
circumstances of great aggravation. His 
parade around the country with this strumpet 
had been an open, brazen, defiant, bestial 
spectacie, offensive to public decency and 
destructive of every sense of public virtue.“

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BOURKE COCKRAN QUITS 
IN FIGHT TO SAVE BECKER. 


Counselor for Once Convicted New 
York Police Lieutenant Leaves Court 
After Scoring District Attorney. 


New York, May 6.—Charles Becker, former 
police leutenant and head of the famous 
“ strong arm” squad, today began his sec- 
ond battle to save himself from death in 
the electric chair at Sing Sing prison as 
the instigator of the plot to murder Herman 
Rosenthal, the gambler. 

At 4:30 o’clock this afternoon the entire 
panel had been exhausted and there were five 
jurors in the box. The district attorney ex- 
pects to have the jury complete tomorrow. 

At the close of the proceedings today, Jus- 
tice Seabury, before whom the trial is be- 
ing held in the criminal branch of the Su- 
preme court, announced that because of the 
circumstances surrounding the case of 
Becker, he felt obliged to order that the 
jurors selected be kept in the custody of the 
court. 

When the morning session ended with two 
jurors in the box, W. Bourke Cockran of 
counsel for Becker, who bitterly attacked 
Mr. Whitman, left the courtroom and said 
he would not return.

Next Tuesday the entire committee will 
make an inspection trip to ascertain whether 
it will approve of any of the additional sta- 
tions. 

Complains of Englewood Service. 

Henry Seeley, assistant to the principal 
of the Englewood High school, sent a letter 
to Ald. Fisher, which was read to the com- 
mittee. It asserted the service on the Engie- 
wood branch between 8 and 9 o’clock, since 
through routes have been established, “ is 
wretched.” Other complaints of a like char- 
acter were made. 

“The comm!ttee soon must face this ques- 
tiom,” said Ald. Block. Is it advisable to 
use the elevated roads for express service 
and the surface lines for local service, or con- 
tinue to have them compete with each other 

to the inconvenience of the whole public?”

The movement for the centennial celebra- 
tion is launched by the Polish National Coun- 
cil of America, which represents the leading 
Polish fraternal organizations and various 
parishes and associations from all parts of 
the country. 

The Rt. Rev. Paul P. Rhode, D. D., auxiliary 
bishop and vicar general of the diocese of 
Chicago, and the Rt. Rev. Edward Kozlowski. 
auxiliary bishop and vicar general of the dio- 
cere of Milwaukee, together with the Polish 
Catholic Priests’ Association of America, will 
be asked to lead in the movement of the 
centennial celebration, according to the action 
taken at yesterday's meeting. 

According to the plans discussed yesterday, 
celebrations in all the schools, as well as mon- 
ster massmeetings and demonstrations of citi- 
ens in all the large cities of the United states, 
are to be important factors of the celebration.

Sweet cream is commonly 
put with it, and when sugar and cinnamon 
are also added it becomes as agreeable a dish 
as many of the puddings. 

Though cottage cheese is frequently mado 
into Spheres to serve as salad, the dressing 
used with it is not always such as to make it 
highly palatable to those who do not care 
much for it.

TO BE ABOLISHED 


Phrase “Guaranteed Under 
Food and Drugs Act” Must 
Go May 1, 1915. 


AIM TO STOP DECEPTION. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 

Washington, D. C., May 6.—[Special.]— 
Consumers no longer are to be deceived into 
the belief that the United States government 
guarantees foods under the food and drugs 
act.“ 

Secretary of Agriculture Houston an- 
nounced today the abolition of the phrase, 
“guaranteed under the food and drugs 
act,” to .ake effect May 1, 1915. After that 
time manufacturers and packers will be al- 
lowed to give guarantees of theif food prod- 
ucts to dealers in invoices, but will be pro- 
hibited from printing the misleading phrase 
upon labels. 


Aim to Protect Consumers. 

This action is the result of a decision by 
the secretaries of agriculture, the treasury, 
and commerce that the form of guarantee in 
vogue, which 1s not required by law, is 
detrimental to the interest of the consuming 
public and of no assistance in énfotcing the 
pure food act. 

Manufacturers and dealers are allowed a 
year in which to get rid of stock bearing the 
present guarantee phrase. ‘The public is 
warned, however, that the guarantee is 
given by the manufacturer and not by the 
government. 


Meaning of Phrase Told. 

The public is notified,’ the annoumcement 
says, that the presence of a serial number 
and the words guaranteed under the food 
and drugs act on packages merely means @ 
guarantee to the dealer that the Manufac- 
turer is legally responsible for his goods, and 
in no sense implies that the federal author- 
ity has investigated or approved the quality 
of the goods 80 labeled.”

BANK PERMITS AS ISSUED. 


State Auditor in Asking Court to Dis- 
miss Mandamus Proceedings Says 
Concern Would Avoid Law. 


Springfield. III., May 6.—[Special.]—Auditor 
Brady today asked the Circuit court to dis- 
miss the mandamus proceedings which seek 
to compel him to issué a permit for the or- 
ganization of the Bermond State bank of 


Morgan Park. 

He represents that the organization of the 
new bank is unnecessary 60 far as the needs 
of Morgan Park are concerned; that its pur- 
pose is to do business in Chicago, avoiding 
the state law which will not permit the or- 
ganization of a bank with $25,000 capital in 
that city. 

Mr. Brady sets forth that within a period 
of a few months nine permits to organize 
banks in Morgan Park have been issued, 
geven of which now are doing business. This 
number, he says, already furnish facilities 
far beyond the needs and demands of the 
village, and to continue to organize banks 
there would be to invite failure and conse- 
quent loss to évery one interested.

The twenty-sixth annual exhibition of 
water colors, pasfels, and miniatures will 
open this afternoon with a reception at the 
Art institute. Of the 857 pictures shown, 
about one-fourth form the rotary exhibi- 
tion,“ which goes to various cities. These 
are hung together in the southwest gallery. 

There is nothing especially new in the 
exhibition, but a good deal of clever work 
is shown, which has to be sought for often 
among the small pictures. A group of five 
characteristic water colors in gouache by 
Jules Guerin remind us once more of his 
rare gift and extremely personal style in 
the interpretation of architecture in land- 
scape. Familiarity with his work through 
the magazines should not blind us to the 
beauty of it. 


Alice Schille’s Work Shown. 

Alice Schille, who is one of our clevérest 
technicians in the use of pure wash colors, 
is particularly strong this year. The three 
pictures in her rotary group the silvery 
“Old Houses,” the brilliant ‘‘ Flower Mar- 
ket,” and the softly gilded Garden at 
Night "—all show sensitive feeling for bal- 
ance ard color. Her figure of an old woman 
in the other gallery is intimate and tender 
in characterization, and done with appar- 
ently careless grace. 

Five small pastels, mostiy outdoor figures, 
done also with a light touch, are by Karl A. 
Buehr. The most charming ate On the Hill-

ON STRIKE BILLS 


Colorado Legislators Vote to 
Pass Measure for Closing 


of Saloons During 
Strife. 


DISARM GUARDS TODAY. 


Maj. Holbrook Tells Strikers 
Troops Will Use Force if 
Miners Refuse to Obey 
Order. 


Denver, Colo,, May 6.—The administration 
program emerged triumphant in the Colorado 
senate late today. The bill authorizing the 
governor to close saloons in districts affected 
by strike disturbances wus passed on second 
reading on the adoption of the report of ihe 
committee of the whole. 

Following the debate over the liquor bill 
the military committe’ reported without 
recommendation the bill authorizing the gov- 
ernor to prohibit the impoftation 6f arms. 

A plan to levy an income tax to meet the ex- 
penses of the militia in the striking zone was 
initiated in the legislature today. A bill, in- 
troduced in the senate by B. F. Carver, and in 
the house by A. A. Ardourell, proposes to levy 
a graduated tax on the incomes of persons 
firms, and corporations. The tax is to con- 
tinue only until the militia bills are paid. 


Will Begin Disarmament. 

Trinidad, Colo, May 6.—The program of 
disarmament of contending factions in the 
southern Colorado strike zone was an- 
nounced today by Maj. W. A. Holbrook, in 
behalf of Col. James Lockett, commanding 
the United States troope in the district. 

Mine company officials tonight were noti- 
fied that the disarming of their guards 
would begin tomorrow, and they replied that 
their men were ready to surrender arms just 
as soon as they had received physical pro- 
tection by the presence of federal troops on 
company property. 

Accordingly, detachments were placed at 
Aguilar, Hastings, Delagua, Tabasco, Ber- 
wind, and Forbes, in Las Animas county. 

When the guns have been obtained from 
the mine guards the commanding officer of 
the federal troops will issue a proclamation 
calling upon individual strikers and citizens 
of Trinidad to deliver their weapons go the 
federal authorities, and then police and 
county officers will be disarmed, lea ving ho 
weapons in possession of persons not in the 
cirect service of the United States. 


Maj. Holbrook Adresses Strikers. 

Maj. Holbrook made a speech to the strik« 
ers, advising them to give up their arma, as 
ordered by President Wilson, 

When the United States speaks,” he said, 
“it is a matter of serious moment. The 
president of the United States must be 
Gbeyed. We have Soldiers and Officers here 
to see that his command is obeyed. We do 
not want, nor de we intend to shoot you 
men. Killing is a terrible thing, but if we 
must do it, then we shall. We must have 
order. It makes no difference whether you 
wipe Col. Lockett and me out; others will 
come to take our places. 

“ We are going to deal with you men in as 
kindly a way as we know how. We have 
nothing to do with the operators and we 
have nothing to do With the union. Weare 
repfesentatives of President Wilson, who 
has told me he is extremely desirous of re- 
storing order and peace among you.” 


Marie Ganz Gets Sixty Days. 

New York, May 6.—Marie Ganz, the 
I. W. W. speaker, who repeatedly threatened 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. with bodily harm 
because he refused to interfere in the Colo- 
rado coal strike, was sentenced today to 
serve sixty days in the workhouse on Black- 
well’s island.
